Claims I - 1 4 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a rod connected 
ai a first end to a side member of a seat cushion and at a second end to a front leg which is is pivotally coupled to the seat cushion 
vtoerein the seat cushion is automatically laterally displaced relative to the front legs in response to pivotal movement of the scat 
cushion relative to front legs of the seat.
